It seemed like an innocuous item amid a quiet City 
Council meeting: The award of the bid for Sierra Ma- 
dre’s Dial-A-Ride service from July 1, 1999 through 
June 30,2(X)1. The bid was to be the first time the Coun¬ 
cil had approved a multi-year contract, based on a satis¬ 
factory first year. In typical Requests For Proposals 
(RFP) form, the bid was to go to the lowest responsible 
bidder. 

The parameters that the contractors were bidding on 
were to respond to Dial-A-Ride calls from 9:00 a.m. until 
5:00 p.m. Monday through Saturday, with various hol¬ 
idays off, such as Christmas, Memorial Day, July 4th, 
etc. The contract was not to be taken lightly, as the staff 
report notes that “The successful bidder will be respon¬ 
sible for providing on-time, quality service for our se¬ 
nior and disabled residents. It is important that the City’s 
patrons are well cared for and feel safe with the service, 
as it is, in some cases, their only means of maintaining 
the link with the community they live in and their friends 
and neighbors.” 

Eight potential service providers were contacted, five 
of whom responded. Three of those responses were in¬ 
complete, leaving two bidders: People’s Taxi and Laid- 
law, the current service provider. Ordinarily, that would 
be the end of the matter, and in fact a motion to approve 
Laidlaw, the slightly less costly bidder, was made. 

That was before Sue Marriott, who served on the 
Senior Master Plan Committee and headed up its Trans¬ 
portation Subcommittee, got up to speak. ‘To renew is 
to settle for the bare minimum of what’s acceptable,” 
said Marriott.

little about, chosen for 
their romantic sounding 
names as much as any¬ 
thing else, but many of his 
themes are so universal 
that it hardly matters. 
Sometimes lines shift their 
meaning a bit. When Julius 
Caesar’s political friends 
say something like “Let us 
go this way to avoid the 
press’’, they are simply try¬ 
ing to avoid the crowd, but 
to a production done in 
business suits, the line be¬ 
comes startlingly apt. 

Nevertheless less, 
sometimes it seems origi¬ 
nal to put a play exactly 
where it says. In the pro¬ 
duction of “A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream” now at the 
Pasadena Shakespeare 
Company the scene is clas¬ 
sical Greece. 

The hero Theseus (he of 
the Minotaur) has con¬ 
quered Hippolyta, the 
queen of the Amazons, and 
is about to marry her, and 
their love-hate relationship 
adds spice to their rather 
stock figures. The story is 
really about Hermia, a 
young girl who is in love 
with Lysander and is in 
trouble because her father 


Oberon and Titania, the 
king and queen of the Fair¬ 
ies, have come to attend 
Theseus wedding also. 
Their retinue includes at¬ 
tendants with names like 
Moth and Mustard Seed, 
and Oberon’s mischievous 
jester. Puck. They join in 
the confusion with super¬ 
natural power and enthusi¬ 
asm. ‘The Dream” has al¬ 
ways been a favorite and 
phrases from it, “The 
course of true love never 
did run smooth!” and 
“What fools these mortals 
be!” have become part of 
the language. 

David Paul Needles has 
directed quite an athletic 
show as the characters 
chase each other over 
Charles Currier’s sturdy 
and intricate set. 

Currier, one of the 
founding members of the 
PSC, also plays both The¬ 
seus and Oberon and his 
varied background makes 
one suspect he had a hand 
in the acrobatics that enliv¬ 
en the stage movement. He 
makes the heroic Theseus 
and the wily Oberon into 
two quite different charac¬ 
ters.

School Up for Blue 
Ribbon Award

Holly Avenue School 
personnel will find out on 
May 25th whether their 
school has become a Na¬ 
tional Blue Ribbon School. 
Holly Avenue was given 
the opportunity to apply 
for Blue Ribbon status fol¬ 
lowing its 1997 selection 
as a California Distin¬ 
guished School, and was 
then named a finalist in the 
Blue Ribbon selection pro¬ 
cess. 

Eighth year principal 
Bill Robertson says that 
the application process 
was a tough one, but re¬ 
warding. “It was much 
more arduous and in depth 
than the application for 
California Distinguished 
School, which was an en¬ 
deavor in and of itself,” 
said Robinson. 

While the application 
was admittedly difficult 
and time consuming (A 
wrting committee logged 
in many hours preparing 
the application), it was 
also extremely beneficial 
to Robertson and his staff. 
“The degree of in depth 
self-assessment that comes 
from this experience is ex¬ 
tremely valuable,” says 
Roberton. “It lets us mea¬ 
sure the growth we’ve 
made in a number of areas, 
and also reveals areas to us 
in which we want to con¬ 


tinue to focus our efforts 
for more growth.” 

One area in which Hol¬ 
ly Avenue stands out is in 
the option for the year 
round or traditional school 
year. While many schools 
go year-round in an effort 
to resolve an overcrowd¬ 
ing problem. Holly Ave¬ 
nue did so for educational 
and family reasons. 

“We’d actually like to 
go year round exclusively, 
but we realize that many 
parents are resistant to that 
idea,” says Robertson. 
“So, we offer it as an op¬ 
tion, and about 1/3 of our 
parents take advantage of 
it.” The advantages are 
obvious, to Robsinson. 
First and foremost is the 
continuity of the learning 
process, without the three- 
month layoff. The year 
round track also helped in 
preparing the application; 
notified of the opportunity 
in the Spring, the teachers 
who worked through the 
Summer began the brain¬ 
storming process prior to 
the Fall schedule’s begin¬ 
ning. 

The main strength of 
Holly Avenue, as Robert¬ 
son sees it, is a commit¬ 
ment to students. “We 
have a number of resourc¬ 
es and interventions, but 
one of our best assets is a 


creative staff who is dedi¬ 
cated to providing chal¬ 
lenging, compelling, con¬ 
tent driven work for our 
students,” he says. 

Last year, the school 
began a pilot program of 
dismissing students early 
on Tuesdays so teachers 
could participate in collab¬ 
orative “plan time.” For 
parents who were not pre¬ 
pared for their students to 
get out early one day each 
week. Holly Avenue pro¬ 
vided day care. 

Holly Avenue teachers 
also volunteer before and 
after school to work with 
students who are strug¬ 
gling academically. Every 
Wednesday night is fami¬ 
ly reading night, also 
staffed by volunteer teach¬ 
ers. 

“We have very focused, 
committed teachers. You 
can’t get this far in the se¬ 
lection process without a 
very supportive group of 
teachers, parents, and ad¬ 
ministrators, but also what 
is critical is a very support¬ 
ive District office and gov¬ 
erning board. We’ve been 
very fortunate that the gov¬ 
erning board that we have 
has always recognized the 
advantages of being inno¬ 
vative and taking risks,” 
said Robertson. 


Preliminaty Budget 
Presented To City Council 


Arcadia City Manager 
Bill Kelly has presented to 
the City Council the pre¬ 
liminary budget for fiscal 
years 1999-2001. As in 
the past, the budget en¬ 
compasses two years and 
includes a five-year Capi¬ 
tal Improvement and 
Equipment Acquisition 
Program. The level of ser¬ 
vice remains the same as in 

1998- 1999 and, for the 
first time in many years, 
money is being put into a 
reserve fund. The Gener¬ 
al Fund, which is the pri¬ 
mary funding source for 
most municipal services, is 
balanced $906,860.00 to 
the good for fiscal year 

1999- 2000 and 

$921,920.00 for 2000- 
2001. This good news is a 
direct result of the actions 
that were taken in recent 
years to match expendi¬ 
tures and service levels 
with revenue. 

In the last several years, 
various cost containment 
and revenue enhancement 
measures were implement¬ 
ed to ensure continued fi¬ 
nancial stability. The City 
of Arcadia responded to 
the downtown in the econ¬ 
omy and the statewide fis¬ 
cal crisis in the early 90’s 
by taking advantage of 
one-time funding opportu¬ 


nities, reducing expenses, 
eliminating positions and 
reducing services, using 
money from reserve funds, 
increasing revenue where 
possible, and implement¬ 
ing a Cost Allocation Pro¬ 
gram to fully recover costs 
incurred by the General 
Fund to support other ac¬ 
tivities (e.g. water, sewer 
and other operations). In 
addition, overtime expens¬ 
es were reduced and cost 
of living increases were 
not given to most employ- 


As the policy-making 
body of the City, the City 
Council is responsible for 
determining the level of 
service provided to the 
community. Through the 
budget, the City Council 
mandates which programs 
and services included in 
the budget. Given that 
there is a positive General 
fund balance this year, the 
preliminary budget con¬ 
tains a list of some items 
the City Council may wish 
to consider for implemen-

just a year of marriage, and 
Baldwin converted the 
house into a memorial to 
his previous wife, Jennie 
Dexter, who had died just 
a few years before his 
fourth marriage. 

It didn’t become known 
as the Queen Anne Cot¬ 
tage until later, the desig¬ 
nation referring to the ar¬ 
chitecture of the dwelling. 
It served as the Santa Ani¬ 
ta Ranch guest house. 
Friends, relatives, actors, 
and others stayed at the 
cottage off and on until 
Lucky passed away in 
1909. 

The cottage was closed 
by Lucky’s daughter, An¬ 
ita, who was the apple of 
Lucky’s eye, and the 
daughter of Jennie Dexter. 
She saved many of the 
items, despite getting rid of 
the furnishings. Those 
items she saved (doors, 
windows, fireplace man¬ 
tles) were returned to the 
cottage when it was re¬ 
stored in the early 1950’s. 
The Queen Anne Cottage 
is listed on the National 
Register of Historic Plac¬ 
es. 

“People who claim to 
be psychic say that it’s 
haunted, but normal peo¬ 
ple never sense anything 
odd about it,” said one 
employee.

reported to be Little Ben¬ 
nett, whose feathers were 
furried when her honey¬ 
moon palace instead be¬ 
came a 2,000 square foot 
monument to the previous 
Mrs. Baldwin.

Oil paintings 
of Jennie Dexter Baldwin 
at age 18 and 22 hang in 
the parlor (Lucky liked 
them young, it seems!) 
There is also a stained 
glass portrait of Jennie in 
the entry hall. To be fair, 
there are also portraits of 
Lucky himself, as well as 
an oil painting of the cot¬ 
tage. 

The cottage has a ceil¬ 
ing height of 15 feet. It was 
constructed of redwood, 
with gas lighting and heat¬ 
ing later replaced by elec¬ 
tricity and coal. Rooms in¬ 
clude a parlor, hall, study, 
and music room. Lucky 
Baldwin owned 14 pianos, 
and was an afficcionado of 
classical music. The piano 
at the cottage is a Rose¬ 
wood “square grand” man¬ 
ufactured by Decker and 
Son in 1879. 

The Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Arboretum is located at 
301 N. Baldwin Avenue, 
in Arcadia.

At their meeting of May 
4, 1999, the Arcadia City 
Council directed staff to 
begin the process of plac¬ 
ing a General Obligation 
Bond Issue on the Novem¬ 
ber 2, 1999 ballot. (Coun¬ 
cil Member Gino Roncelli 
was absent from the meet¬ 
ing, but has previously ex¬ 
pressed support of a new 
police station.) If ap¬ 
proved, the bond issue will 
be used to partially fund 
the construction of a 
much-needed police sta¬ 
tion. The remainder of the 
money will come from 
City construction funds 
and the Arcadia Redevel¬ 
opment Agency (without 
putting other services in 
jeopardy) so that the bond 
issue can be kept to the 
minimum amount neces¬ 
sary. General Obligation 
Bonds require two-thirds 
voter approval and are se¬ 
cured by a property tax 
levied against all proper¬ 
ties in the City, based on 
assessed valuation. 

The existing police sta¬ 
tion was built in 1956 to 
handle 45 full-time em¬ 
ployees. The Department 


now has 102 full-time em¬ 
ployees, 23 part-time and 
90 volunteers. The build¬ 
ing is not large enough to 
house the current staff and 
it is not able to adequately 
handle all of the Police 
Departments’ technologi¬ 
cal and electrical needs. 
The maintenance costs in¬ 
crease each year causing a 
never-ending spiral of no 
return on the money in¬ 
vested. Even more impor¬ 
tant is the structural integ¬ 
rity of the building. The 
current police facility does 
not meet today’s building 
standards and is particular¬ 
ly vulnerable to problems 
that could be caused by an 
earthquake. 

Maintaining a safe envi¬ 
ronment for Arcadia resi¬ 
dents is the number one 
priority of the City Coun¬ 
cil. The City of Arcadia is 
known for a high quality of 
life and for having out¬ 
standing public safety de¬ 
partments. According to 
Mayor Roger Chandler, “It 
is imperative that we make 
this investment now; our 
property values hinge on 
having good schools and 
safe streets. Moreover, in 


this day and age, when 
crime is having a major 
effect on cities big and 
small, urban and rural, we 
must do whatever we can 
to make sure our Police 
Department is fully 
equipped to handle the 
problems that come our 
way and to work on pre¬ 
ventative programs that 
will help keep crime out of 
our City.” 

Police Chief Ronnie 
Gamer has stated, “We are 
going to be a 21st century 
department operating out 
of a nearly fifty year old 
facility that is incapable of 
handling today’s technolo¬ 
gy and of meeting the 
needs of our Police Offic¬ 
ers. This situation must be 
improved.”

tation. A few of the,se items are new; however, if im¬ 
plemented, most would be a restoration of something 
previously cut. This list of budget modifications in¬ 
cludes reopening Wilderness Preserve on weekends, 
hiring a second Code Services Officer, increasing the 
Library materials allocation, funding a Youth Services 
Supervisor, and hiring personnel to update the Cost 
Allocation Program, which was a recommendation of the 
Citizen’s Financial Advisory Committee. It is worth 
noting that any new, ongoing expenditures will have an 
effect on the following years fund balance. 

In response to a recommendation of the Citizen’s 
Financial Advisory Committee, the City has changed the 
procedure by which departments budget for equipment 
replacement. Departments now show the cost of pur¬ 
chasing their own equipment and vehicles as a separate 
line item in their budget. Since expenditures of this type 
were previously included in the Capital Improvement 
and Equipment Acquisition Program, this change may 
cause some confusion because it will be illustrated by 
an increase in department budgets. Concurrently, staff 
is finalizing a needs assessment and depreciation anal¬ 
ysis that will define the true need and cost of all equip¬ 
ment on an annual basis. The end result will be a clear 
picture of equipment needs and costs, and the implemen¬ 
tation of a savings mechanism through which each de¬ 
partment will put aside money on an annual basis to 
replace their equipment and vehicles when they become 
obsolete. 

Bill Kelly expressed his pleasure about Arcadia’s 
positive financial situation by stating that “The hard 
work and difficult decisions of the past several years 
have paid off. Arcadia’s financial future is bright. We 
are on the right track and have managed to maintain a 
high quality of life under very difficult circumstances. * 
This would not have been possible without the hard work 
of the present and past City Councils, all City staff, and 
the support of the community. It definitely took a team 
effort to get to this point and I commend and thank each 
and every one of you.” 

Copies of the preliminary budget are available for 
public review at the Library and in the City Clerk’s of¬ 
fice at City Hall. Individuals who are not able to review 
the budget document in its entirety may request a copy 
of the “budget message” by calling the City Manager’s 
office at 574-5401. The “message” discusses what has 
taken place in recent years, provides additional details 
about the 1999-2001 budget, and gives an overview of 
the recommendations made by the Citizen’s Financial 
Advisory Committee and the subsequent action of the 
City. The City Council is expected to formally discuss 
the budget at meetings in May and June. A budget must 
be adopted by July 1,1999.

Charles Edward Nipps, 64, passed away May 3,1999. 
Bom Febmary 16, 1935 in Texas. He moved to Sierra 
Madre as a child. He attended Sierra Madre Elementa¬ 
ry School and Mark Keppel High School. He was ac¬ 
tive with the Boys Christian League and was manager 
of the Sierra Madre Movie Theater in the early 1950’s. 
He was a member of the 40th Armored Division of the 
National Guard for 15 years. He was employed by the 
Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department for 32 years 
and retired with the rank of lieutenant.

As the prayer service 
ended I was full of reasons 
for being glad that I had 
attended. Shaken by the 
Columbine High School 
tragedy that had occurred 
two days before, I had 
needed to be apart of 
something hopeful.
